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ENTHUSIASM CARRIES AWAY 
DELEGATES TO BOND MEET; 
THEY BUY $250,000 WORTH 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP)—A spontaneous spree of Bond 
puying, which was limited, however, because of the rule against 
selling Bonds at the sessions, marked the 2-day national mobiliza- 
tion conference here of the Israel Bond Organization. 

Mrs. Ruth Cherner, of this city, widow of Joe Cherner, until 


his recent death the largest in- 
dividual purchaser of Israel 
Bonds, was so moved that she 
bought an additional $80,000 in 
Bonds. 

Two Shreveport, La., oil men 
each bought $50,000 in Bonds, 
and Julius Livingston, of Tulsa, 
Okla., also an oil man, made a 
$25,000 purchase. 


WITH OTHERS announcing 
large purchases, the total 
amounted to over $250,000. 

An intensive campaign to sell 
$45 million in Israel Bonds be- 
tween now and the end of 1956 
was launched by the 800 Jewish 
community leaders at the Con- 
ference. 

Responding to calls by Levi 
Eshkol, Israel’s Finance Minis- 
ter, Ambassador Abba Eban, and 
Jerusalem Mayor Gershon Ag- 
ron, as well as cabled messages 
from President Itzhak Ben-Zvi 
and Prime Minister David Ben- 
Gurion, the delegates outlined 
plans for a heightened campaign 
effort during the coming months. 

A highlight of this drive will 
be Israel Bond events in 79 
American communities honoring 
the 70th birthday of Israel Prime 
Minister David Ben-Gurion. Mr. 
Ben-Gurion’s birthday will be 
celebrated on Oct. 16. 

DR. ABBA HILLEL SILVER, 
chairman of the board of gov- 
ernors of the Israel Bond Or- 
ganization, told the conference 
that the “present Munich ap- 
Pens line, vis-a-vis the dic- 
tator of Egypt 
and the Arab 
states general- 
ly, will have 
to be aband- 
oned before 
long. 

“The objec- 
tives which 
were sought 
through this 
ap pe asement 
policy have completely eluded 
the Western world,” Dr. Silver 
Pointed out. “It was a false, and 
it has now been proven. to be a 
bankrupt policy. It opened the 
doors wide for Communist pene- 
mation, and it has encouraged 
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Silver 








Arab flaunting of the interests 
of the free world..” 

In a major address, Mr. Esh- 
kol warnet that the Suez crisis 
has_ intensified 
the threat of 
possible attack 
on Israel ky 
Egypt. 

MR. ESHKOL 
emphasized the 
decisive im- 
portance of the 
resources pro- 
vided throu h 
Israel Bonds 
in enabling the country to main- 
tain its economic structure de- 
spite the drain of necessary de- 
fense expenditures. “We cannot 
afford to neglect economic de- 
velopment,” he said, “because in 
the long run Israel will stand or 
fall on the strength and health 
of its economy.” 

Mr. Eban, in his talk to the 
delegates, stated that America 
and Israel have been drawn closer 
together in the period since 
Egypt took over the Suez Canal. 

Stressing the importance to 
Israel of economic stability at 
this period of 
grave tension, 
Mr.Eban 
stated _ that 
“the strength- 
ening our 
economy and 
financial struc- 
ture now moves

ADL Leader Replies To Charge 
Agency Is Communist-Tainted 


NEW ORLEANS (NJP)—A newspaper battle between the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
Brith and Dr. Emmett Lee Irwin, chairman of the New Orleans Citizens Council has stirred the 


local community. 


Dr. Irwin’s latest blast hedged slightly on the charge that the ADL was a Communist front, 
and then went on to quote most of the top hatemongers in the United States in their violent at- 


tempts to assail the Jewish or- 
ganization. 

Standing up for the ADL is 
Label Katz, chairman of the lo- 
cal ADL, who referred to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, J, Edgar Hoo- 
ver, Secretary of State Dulles 
as being among others who had 
praised the ADL. 


THE FIGHT originated over 
Dr. Irwin’s successful attempt to 
remove from the schools an anti- 
segregation booklet entitleg ‘““The 
Rabbit Brothers,’ published by 
the ADL. (NJP, Sept. 21, ’56.) 
Dr. James F. Redmond, school 
superintendent, ordered the book- 
lets removed after Dr. Irwin 
charged they were “obviously in- 
tended for the purpose of brain- 
washing the children along the 
lines of racial integration.” 

Katz accused Dr. Irwin of is- 
suing a statement which “is an 
absolute falsehood ang untruth.” 

Dr. Irwin’s reply occupied more 
than two full columns in at least 
one large daily newspaper, the 
New Orleans Item. 


THE PAPER printed the text 
of Dr. Irwin’s long statement in 
which he revealed that since “Mr. 
Katz’s outburst, hundreds, of 
substantiating facts have come 
into my office, by telephone, by

INDIANAPOLIS (NJP) 


— The School for 


Reform Judaism 


here, which used textbooks and pedagogical guidance supplied by 
the anti-Zionist American Council for Judaism, failed to open its 


doors this semester. 


The school, which was started about three years ago, was the 


fifth religious school to affiliate 
itself with the Council. It was 
Preceded by the establishment 
of schools in New York, Chi- 
cago, St. Louis and Milwaukee. 
(NJP, Dec, 25, °53.) 


ERNEST LEE, principal of 
the school, saiq that the group 
of families, which had been 
formed to establish the school, 
decided this year, on an individ- 
Wal basis, to enroll its 65 chil- 
dren in the religious school of 
the Indianapolis Hebrew congre- 
gation (Reform). The children 





had originally been withdrawn 
from the IHC school. 


In organizing the school three 
years ago, the group said it was 
dissatisfied: with the “pro-Zion- 
ist type of approach” and the 
‘nationalistic ang secular type 
of teaching” at the temple reli- 
gious school. They then wrote 
to the Council office in New 
York, expressing their interest 
in and and aig in establishing 
such a religious school. 


THE JEWISH Educational As- 


sociation board here sudsequent- 
ly granted the school’s request 
for the use of its facilities, after 
a bitter fight. 

The religious school receivea 
some unfavorable publicity a 
few years ago, when it was 
charged that recommended text- 
books contained stories of Je- 
sus, calling him the son of God. 

Rabbi Maurice Davis, who 
became spiritual leader of the 
Indianapolis Hebrew congrega- 
tion last March, tolg The POST 


_he welcomed the return of the 


group to the temple’s religious 
school. 

“This event is one more sign 
of.a growing unity in our con- 
gregational life,” Rabbi Davis 
said. 





Israel's Suez Rights 
To Be Protected—Dulles 

WASHINGTON (NJP) — 
Although plans for the Suez 
Canal Users Association will 
bar Israel from membership, 
her rights will not be prej- 
udiced, Secretary of State 
Dulles said here Wednesday. 

Declaring only the nations 
with about a million tonnage 
of shipping a year or 50 
per cent of whose cargoes 
use the Canal, will be eligible 
for membership, Dulles said 
the services of the Associa- 
tion would be made avail- 
able to Israel and other na- 
tions, whether members of 
the association or not. 


Eban’s Trip Off: 
Israel To Present Case 

WASHINGTON (NJP)—With 
Israel ready to bring her side 
of her dispute with Egypt over 
the Suez Canal before the Unit- 
eq Nations, the trip of Ambas- 
sador Eban to Israel for con- 
sultation was postponed as sud- 
denly as it was announced. Eban 
was to have left this week end 
for two weeks in Israel. 

Israel’s position in the UN dis- 
cussion of the Suez controversy 
will steer clear of the issue over 
internationalization and wil] ad- 
here closely only to the barring 
of Israel shipping through the 
Suez. 

Just how far the big powers 
will go in backing Israel’s case, 
if Egypt is willing to make con- 
cessions to them but refuses to 
budge in her position on Israel 
ships, may be the real question. 
No one here, in view of past per- 
formances by the West, is too 
sanguine over the matter.

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Most At Missionary Service 
Look Jewish, Reporter Finds

CHICAGO—Have you ever attended a service at a Hebrew-Christian Church? 


Well, this reporter did. 


It was a typical service, at the Hebrew Christian Church in Albany Park, a Jewish neighbor. 
hood. on Chicago’s Northwest Side. 
David Bronstein, a small, gray, somewhat elderly man with a strong Yiddish accent, is minister, 


The church is a project of the 
Presbyterian Church of Chica- 
go, and seeks to convert Jews 
to Christianity. 


ABOUT 65 PEOPLE were pres- 
ent, nearly filling the church. 
Most of them appeared to be 
middle-elass people, but not par- 
ticularly well-to-do. 

Only about a half dozen chil- 
dren were present, but many 
people there were in their late 
teens or twenties. 

About two-thirds of the group 
“looked Jewish.” Although he 
claims to keep no records, Bron- 
stein estimateg that perhaps 90 
per cent of the congregation is 
Jewish, 

It was just before Yom Kip- 
pur, and the service began with 
an organ prelude, followed by 
reading of psalms and the sing- 
ing of hymns from a Protestant 
prayerbook. In a “pastoral pray- 
er,” Bronstein expressed thank- 
fulness for his blessings, asked 
for the salvation of the Jewish 
people, and prayed for the Pres- 
ident and Congress. 
sermon was_ entitled 
“Yom Kippur—The Joy of Rec- 
onciliation.” He described the 
sacrifices of an innocent lamb in 
the ancient Temple in Jerusalem 
and the “joy of reconciliation 
with G-d.” 

Except for a elosing prayer 
in Hebrew, Bronstein conducted 
the service in English and fol- 
lowed the order of many church 
services. Two young men passed 
a collection plate and many peo- 
ple contributed. 


A MENORAH stood in front 
of the altar and a curtain behind 
the pulpit was decorated with 
a mRmenorah superimposed on a 
Jewish star. “The Light of the 
World” was embroidered on the 
curtain in English and Hebrew. 
The room held no Christian sym- 
bols.

REV. BRONSTEIN thinks he 
has the answer to the Jewish 
question. Jews simply should ac- 
eept Christianity as an extension 
of Judaism. 

The Hebrew Christian church 
is houseg in a 10-year-old build- 
ing together with the Peniel 
Community Center, which _in- 
cludes a small, well-equipped 
playground. 


BESIDES CHURCH ‘services, 
activities at Peniel Center in- 


clude a Boy Mout troop, pre. 
school classes and sports. The 
building has two kitchens, q 
lounge, gym and classrooms, 

Although many of these ae. 
tivities appeal to children, no 
child can join the church with. 
out the consent of his parents, 
He must also be about 12 or % 
just like the Jewish confirma. 
tion or bar mitzva, Bronstein 
added. 

How many neighborhood chil- 
dren come to the Center? Bron- 
stein can’t say. We keep no ree- 
ords, he says, and also, he can: 
not say how many of the chil. 
dren are Jewish. Many children 
come with their parents, but 
some children come on_ their 
own to use the play facilities the 
Center offers. 


PEOPLE IN the neighborhood 
don’t usually openly object to 
his work, Bronstein says, but he 
feels that most Jews misunder- 
stand his missionary efforts. No 
matter how the neighbors feel, 
he still will go on about his 
work. 

Children from Peniel Center 
are eligible to go to a camp in 
Saugatuck, Mich., sponsored by 
the Presbyterian Church, but 
only with parents’ consent. Bron- 
stein spends most of the sum: 
mer there. 

Before coming to Albany Park, 
Bronstein directed a_ similar 
program in Humboldt Park, for- 
merly a Jewish neighborhood. 
When the neighborhood changed, 
he left to follow the people he 
wants to werk vith.

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Anti-Semitic Attacks Fail To Daunt Woman Fighting Segregation 


NEW YORK (NJP)—How Barbara Marx, of 
Arlington, Va., faced a barrage of anti-Semitic at- 
tacks and insults because she had the courage to 
demand integration in the schools in her community 
is told in the current issue of the Bulletin of the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'rith. 

The mother of five children, Mrs. Marx made 
a courageous decision last May. 

A person of deep convictions, she joined in a 
suit filed in Alexandria Federal Court to compel 
ihe Arlington school board to integrate the county’s 
public schools. 

Mrs. Marx was one of three white persons to 
thus tempt the furies. Her friends and neigh- 
pors, Mr. and Mrs. Jack Orndorff, also joined the 
NAACP complaint against the Arlington school 
poard. The three acted from principle, with the 
feeling that segregation set up artificial barriers 
unfair to both Negro and white children. Mrs. 
Marx filed suit in behalf of her daughters Claire, 
18, and Ann, 8. The Orndorffs filed in behalf of 
their son, Eugene. 

In June, news of their participation in the 
NAACP suit was reported in The Washington 
Post. Late the same night, the ring of the tele- 
phone shattered the stillness of the Marx home 
and when she inquired: “Who is it?” she was 
called a “nigger-loving kike .. .” and other ob- 
scenities. The phone rang at irregular intervals 
all the next day and into the night. At times, she 
ignored it. Twice, she heard no answer, just the 
click of her anonymous caller hanging up. Sev- 


eral times she heard an outburst of foul language 
mixed up with the words, “Jew” and “nigger.” 
Mrs. Marx lived with this frenetic phone for 
three days. ‘Three times she was told that the 
KKK would run her out of town. 


her house was going to be bombed. 

She also received through the mails a copy of 
Conde McGinley’s publication, “Common Sense,” 
and several anti-Semitic postcards. 

Her friends, the Orndorffs, were subjected to 
similar harassment. Three days after the suit was 
reported, the Orndorffs bowed out saying: “We 
are withdrawing our names because of the extreme 
adverse psychological effect the foul and vicious 
telephone calls have had on our family.” 

But Mrs.. Marx was stubborn. “If you go in 
for something of this sort,” she said later, “you 
are not going to let a few crackpots scare you out 
of it.” 

Her decision to stick with the fight enraged 
the bigots who redoubled their efforts to terrorize 
her. 

Mrs. Marx then sought assistance from the 
Anti-Defamation League, who advised her to call 
in the FBI. The ADL felt that, knowledge that 
the FBI was being called in might put a stop to 
the attacks. At the same time, the ADL called 
upon leading Christian ministers of Arlington to 
stress the necessity of maintaining law and order 
and respect for human dignity. 

When the papers reported that the FBI had 
been contacted, the campaign of terror eased up.

Ten other white parents decided to join Mrs. Marx 
in the desegregation suit. 

Finally the battle was won. Federal Judge 
Bryan of the Federal District Court of Alexandria 
ruled that the Arlington elementary schools must 
be desegregated by January, 1957, and that the 
high schools must desegregate by the fall of the 
same year. 

The pressure is now off Mrs. Marx. But oe- 
casional pieces still come through the mails. One 
recent piece was a copy of “Common Sense” mailed 
from St. Petersburg, Fla. On top of the publica- 
tion, written in red, were the words, “You Jew 
traitor.” Another issue of “Common Sense” re- 
ceived by her came from Greenbelt, Md. It was 
addressed to “Barbara S. Marx—Kike.” 

She has also received many letters and calls 
expressing sympathy and concern. 

“I want you to know how very much I ad- 
mire you for the courageous stand you are taking 
against segregation,” said one letter. ‘As a Gentile, 
I frequently wonder if we would have any civiliza- 
tion at all if it weren’t for the Jews. It has sickened 
me to read in the newspapers that you have re- 
ceived obscene telephone calls and anti-Semitic lit- 
erature in the mail. . . You are performing a 
service for all mankind. . . . You must truly be 
pleasing in the eyes of God!” 

Mrs. Marx replied to this that Christians, too, 
might be proud. For, after all, she said, despite 
the hasty judgments made by the bigots because 
of the sound of her name, she is a Christian here 
self.

Declaring that this co- 
existence was important, the 
writer asserted that there now 
seems no way in which to pro- 
long it, 

THE ARTICLE also calls at- 
tention to a developing move- 
ment of young Israeli intellec- 
tuals which could be a back-to- 
religion drive.

tellectuals, he declared, includ- 
ing a number of well-known 
writers and thinkers have be- 
gun to advance the idea of a 
return to religion.

ISRAEL IS A ‘SPORTSMAN’S PARADISE’ FOR HUNTING AND FISHING 


By LEO HEIMAN

Hunting and fishing enthu- 
siasts all over Israel, and many 
foreign visitors as well, are, 
preparing this fall to take ad- 
vantage of Israel’s_ excellent 
and almost untoucheg facilities 
for outdoorsmen. 

At a fraction of the amount 
it would cost to hunt wild boars 
or ducks or fish for catfish or 
sea life in the United States, 
enthusiasts here will this fall 
and winter do both. 


ISRAEL’S potentialities for 
first-rate outdoor life are not 
generally recognized abroad, 
but that is not surprising be- 
cause most Israelis themselves 
are unaware of what their coun- 
try has to offer. 

As Jack Berkin of Los An- 
geles, an outdoorsman on his 
thirg vacation in Israel, said 
recently: “The Jewish state is 
generally associated in the 
American public’s mind with 
arms, Arabs, warfare,. pioneer- 
ing, desert, fund-raising drives, 
and maybe some oil or religion 
.,.. but few if any Americans 
realize that there are few re- 
strictions on any kind of hunt- 
ing of fishing in Israel. 

THE POST’s_ correspondent 
met -Berkin in a roadside cafe 
just outside Rosh-Pina, north 
of Tiberias and a few miles 
west of the Syrian border. 

Rosh Pina, the first Jewish 


settlement in the Galilee, found- 
ed in 1882, is the Upper and 
Eastern Galilee’s main road 
junction with highways 
branching off to the Lebanese 
and Syrian borders, to Safad 
and Mt. Canaan, to Tiberias 
and the Valley of Jezreel, to 
the Jordan river and the Hu- 
leh and Kinneret lakes. 


THE JUNCTION, lineq with 
filling stations and restaurants, 
is the meeting place of Israel’s 
hunters anqg fishermen, who 
come there to eat spicy Oriental 
dishes or their own game. Not 
a single one of the establish- 
ments is kosher, if only because 
they handle game which has 
been killed and not ritually 
slaughtered. 

Moreover, many of the fish, 
like catfish and eels, and ani- 
mals, like wild boars (a mem- 
ber of the pig family) served 
are forbidden food for Jews. 


HUNTING AND fishing are 
thus getting to be big business 
in Israel. 

As matters stand, there is a 
great demand for hunting and 
fishing equipment, camps, spe- 
cia] restaurants ang hunting 
dogs. 

ONE ENTERPRISING Tibe- 
rias hotel owner, hit by hard 
times, tried last year to rem- 
edy his precarious financial 
situation by organizing hunt- 
ing trips to nearby Lake Hu- 
leh, Israel’s fauna and floral 


paradise. His wife advised him 
to stay away from such busi- 
ness. 

‘It’s good for goyim, not for 
Jews,” she pointed out. 


FORTUNATELY for him, he 
did not heed her advice. He in- 
vesteq a few hundred pounds 
in simple equipment, .22 calibre 
guns and olg shotguns and $5 
fishing rods, put seats on a 
beat-up. pickup truck, packed 
some sandwiches, and passed 
the word around that a fishing 
and hunting party would go 
to Lake Huleh the next morn- 
ing. 

Immediately, all 10 seats were 
reserved by guests who hag nev- 
er hunted or fished before. 


THIS YEAR, the same hotel 
proprietor is investing more than 
10,000 pounds, and his equip- 
ment includes two _ converted 
pickups, one jeep with a power- 
ful searchlight for night hunt- 
ing, an assortment of shotguns, 
rifles, rods and reels, and hunt- 
ing dogs. 

His guests include some real 
hunters ang fishermen, as well 
as many novices. 


NEXT YEAR, if everything 
goes well this season, the enter- 
prising hotelier is planning to 
sell his customers hunting and 
fishing clothes, equipment, and 
special drinks, including the Is- 
rae] hunters’ cocktail, contain- 
ing two parts vodka and three 


parts 
juice. 

As for Arabs getting in the 
way, the country’s main fishing 
areas—Acre, Kishon and Tatura 
for rods and reels, and Eilat, 
Ashkelon, Bat-Yam, Carmel] 
Beach, Acre, and Nahariyah for 
underwater skin-fishing—are 100 
per cent secure. For hunting. 
the best areas are in the Upper 
Galilee - Huleh - Kinneret area. 
along the Syrian border, but this 
border has been the quietest in 
Israel. Because of the barrier 
provided by the Jordan River, 
gangs cannot cross; and even 
elsewhere, where Arabs do in- 
filtrate, they are afraid of per- 
sons armed with rifles.

THE MAIN DANGER at night 
is, actually, from Israeli border 
patrols, who may mistake a 
hunter for an Arab marauder, 
if the border police are not 
notified in advance, and from 
other hunters, who may mistake 
him for a boar. 

The best fishing in Israel, The 
POST found, is at Acre, where 
the fish are so plentiful and hun- 
gry that even children with 
bread crumbs fastened to drop 
lines catch them. 


IF ONE WANTS to be reai 
sportsmanlike, though, and get 
the really big ones, all he has to 
do is bring a good rod and reel 
with a wide assortment of flies 
and cast away in the placid wat- 
ers of Acre’s old harbor. 


The finest underwater fishing 
is at Eilat, but Nahariyah skin 
divers do not complain either, 
Also, fishing at Huleh or @ one 
of the new canals dug there is a 
treat, even though the .fat cat- 
fish and long struggling eels may 
not be eaten by observant Jews. 

FOR HUNTING ducks and 
geese, the best shooting is from 
the new causeway across Lake 
Huleh. There, one shoots the 
ducks to the north and the cur- 
rent brings them down to the 
causeway where they are picked 
up without boats and dogs. For 
duck hunting on the lake’s south- 
ern points, a boat and a dog 
are necessary. 

Wild boars are found around 
Lake Kinneret, the Huleh, and 
in dense groves and thickets in 
the Upper Galilee. Only real 
sportsmen are brave enough to 
hunt them on foot, however. If 
not killed with the first shot, a 
wounded or angered boar at- 
tacks the hunter and rips him 
to pieces before he can reload 
and fire again. Also, a direct 
hit into the brain is necessary 
to kill him. 

FOR THIS REASON, most 
boar hunters hunt in pairs, from 
jeeps at night, with a large 
searchlight to first blind the ani- 
mal. 

Because the meat and hide of 
a boar are worth more than 200 
pounds, such hunters not only 
cover their expenses, usually, 
but make a profit.

Dr. Wahrhaftig added that the 
ministry of religious affairs and 
the chief rabbinate of Israel had 
yet to decide about the validity 
of the Japanese conversions and 
to this end Professor Abraham

rael was favorably received in 
Jerusalem. 

Only after more is ‘learned 
about the Japanese converts will 
the final degision be taken, said 
Dr. Wahrhaftig. 


IN CONNECTION with Pro- 
fessor Katsojo’s forthcoming 
trip to Israel, the Israeli con- 
Sulate-general in Los Angeles, 
Dr. Abraham Biram, was visited 
Tecently by a Japanese naval en- 


gineer, Koshika Mitsoutsi, of 
Yokohama. 
Mitsoutsi, asked Biram, for- 


mer district commissioner of Je- 
rusalem, to facilitate his migra- 
tion to Israel under the law of 
return, according to which ev- 
ery Jew has the automatic right 
to be transported to Israel at 
the Jewish Agency’s expense 
(provided he cannot bear the 
costs himself) and to be eligible 
for Israeli citizenship as soon 
as he arrives in Israel. 


MITSOUTSI ALSO told Dr. 
Biram that he converted to Ju-

SOLARZ is a trade name derived from the trade of dis- 
tilling salt. Salt was a monopoly in Poland restricted 
to the king and the high nobility. There was plenty of 
salt in ancient Poland but the consumers complained that 


the supply was inadequate and the price high. 


In 1812 


the government of Poland decided to concentrate the en- 
tire salt business in the hands: of one Jewish firm, Berek 
Szmul and Company. The experiment was a great success. 
Salt became. good, cheap and abundant, and the govern- 
ment revenue increased. Berek Szmul, head of the power- 
ful salt firm was granted the title of Wielki Solarz (The 
Great Salt Man) and it is from him that the family name 
is derived. The German family name Saltzman—which 
has the same meaning—has no connection with salt, but 
is usually an extension of the Hebrew name Salomon.

Why Israelis Don’t Like 
Their Bus Drivers 














FIRST break came to-

HAIFA — Public Enemy No. One within Israel today is the 
bus driver. Once regarded as a national hero because of his daring 
exploits in the days of Arab attack and siege; once looked upon 
as the ideal example of proletarian risen to secial distinctiveness, 
if not actual aristocracy; the bus driver is now the object of every. 
one’s scorn, the whipping boy for the nation’s ills and the victim 
«of general hatred by Israel’s man in the street, 
This extraordinary transformation has come 
“about in the short space of a few years due to 
wo factors, one purely economic in nature, and 
Fthe other psychological, as a result of extremely 
© bad public relations. 

. The three major bus routes of the country, 
& Egged, Hamekasher and Dan, are all co-opera- 
& tives, owned by the drivers, and operated. for 
e their own profit. They are closed co-operatives, 
that is, thus they seldom accept new members, 
but as there is need for additional manpower

they hire labor. Thus the co-operatives are also important employ- 
ers of labor—men who frequently complain about low wages, poor 


Occasionally there 
their co-operative 


working conditions, unsatisfactory hours, ete. 
are strikes by the employed workers against 
(but unco-operative) bosses. 

THE BUS LENES enjoy a transportation monopoly on their 
routes, as a result of which their rates are fixed by the govern. 
ment. Every once in a while, however, the transport companies 
complain that the rates are insufficient to enable them to cover 
expenses, and they demand a hike in fares. This has been going 
on for several years, and the pattern is well established. The 
request for the fare increase is at once opposed by the master 
co-operative body in the country, the Histadrut, which sees in it 
an item of important expense for the average humble workman 
who takes a bus to work. The government investigates and finds 
no grounds for an increase. 

The bus co-operatives, dedicated to the socialist principles of 
share and share alike (at least within their closed co-operatives) 
huff and puff, threaten, and finally call a strike. Of course, they 
succeed in discommoding the public, upsetting the schedules, and 
snarling industry; they help a good many honest workers lose a 
day’s pay, and everybody is mad—at the bus driver. 

But that is not all. After the strike there is a conference, 
out of which come officially approved recommendations for a 
small fare increase which the bus companies promise to use to 
improve their service. The strike is over; the fares go up. The 
buses run more infrequently; they are dirtier and more crowded; 
they emit even stronger fumes of gas and smoke. The drivers 
become more and more contemptuous of the poor trash who pay 
the fares and crowd in like cattle. 

Then the whole thing is repeated all over again. 

What makes the public madder than hornets is the fact that 
the real earnings of a bus driver, composed of his basic salary, 
his family allowance, his cost-of-living allowance, his 13th month 
bonus, his multitudinous social benefits, plus his annual share of 
the profits as a part 6wner of the company, come to infinitely 
more than is earned by a university professor, a district judge, 
a senior ranking civil servant, or a physician. Further, the word 
has spread that the companies put nothing aside for depreciation. 
As buses and other equipment wear out, the co-operatives simply 
ask for new fare increases to enable them to buy what is neces- 
sary to improve the service. No fare increase? Then the public 
can suffer along in the antiquated jalopies. 

A powerful and successful co-operative industry is supposed 
to be the acme of liberal labor’s goals. Yet here we find such an 
industry, at the height of its success, the object of general at- 
tack by the rest of the organized labor movement in Israel. The 
Histadrut has forbidden strikes by the bus lines as against the 
public welfare, but the bus drivers have safely defied even the 
Histadrut, of which they are influential dues-paying members. 
Which comes first, the public welfare or the protection of the 
rights of a successful co-operative? The Histadrut has un- 
happily not been able to resolve the problem. 

In the meantime, everybody hates the bus driver, and he, 
poor chap, takes it out on his passengers by grumpiness, quick 
temper and careless driving. They say that a ride on an Israel 
bus is an experience; true, but there’s much more to it than just 
the scenery.

Prepared two Salads for 
next day.

Cook noodles in boiling salt- 
ed water until tender, about 20 
minutes, Rinse in cold water.

Add the cold water to 
the juice, stir a little of the li- 
quid into the cornstarch, stir 
to form a paste then add to the 
rest of the liquid and cook until 
thick ang clear, Cool. Add the 
berries and spread on the kugel. 
Refrigerate several hours or over 
night. Garnish with whipped 
cream if desired. 


POPPY SEED ROLL 
Dough: 
% cup milk, scalded and 
cooled 
1% cups. sugar 
1 tsp. salt 
%3 cup melted shortening or 
oil 
1 pkg. yeast 
% cup lukewarm water 
1 egg, beaten whole 
4% cups flour 


Filling: 

2 cups boiling water 

1 cup sugar 

1 cup poppyseeds 

‘4 tsp. cinnamon 

1 tbIsp. lemon juice 

1 tsp. grated lemon 

pinch of salt 

2 to 3 tblsps. fine crumbs 

To prepare the dough com- 
bine the milk, one fourth cup of 
the sugar, salt and shortening 
while the milk is slightly warm. 
Dissolve the yeast in the luke- 
warm water and stir into the 
milk mixture, Stir in beaten egg, 
then gradually stir in the sifted 
flour until a soft ball of dough 
is formed. Turn out on a flouyed 
board or cloth and knead gently 
until smooth and elastic, Cover 
with a cloth and let rise at room 
temperature until doubled in 
bulk. In the meantime, prepare 
the filling as follows: 

Bring the water and sugar 
to a boil, reduce the heat and 
cook 10 minutes. Add poppy- 
seeds, cinnamon, lemon _ juice, 
rind, salt and crumbs, Stir well 
to allow the water to be ab- 
sorbed, and remove from the 
heat. Let cool. 

Divide the risen dough into 
two portions, Roll out each half 
into a rectangle about % inch 
thick. Spread each with half of 
the filling, and roll up like a 
jelly: roll. Place on a greased 
baking pan. Flatten the roll 
slightly. Let rise at room tem- 
perature until double in size. 
Bake 10 minutes at 400 degrees, 
then brush the top with fruit 
juice, diluted egg yolk or milk.

NEW YORK —The heralded 
Jewish prayer book that the 
USSR announced would be print- 
ed has been published in an edi- 
tion totaling only 2,500 copies, 
it was revealeg here by Henry 
Shoskes, Yiddish journalist, on 
his return from a tour of Rus- 
sia,

Shoskes quoted Chief Rabbi 
of Moscow Solomon M. Shlifer 
in connection with the projected 
rabbinical assembly on the dif- 
ficulty in securing young stu- 
dents. Rabbi Shlifer tolq him 
that no candidates under 25 re- 
plied to a call made through 43 
congregations, and only 18 were 
under 40.

Sitting Bull’s Claim 





nm BS GEORGE VASS queens 


It ISN’T commonly known, 
put Sitting Bull and Samuel Re- 
shevsky have something in com- 
mon—anq it has nothing to do 
with the art of occupying a seat 
for extended periods. 

Both the Indian chief and the 
great chess player have given 
the United States Army mem- 
orable lickings. 

Sitting Bull’s exploits in de- 
priving Custer of his hairpiece 
have recejved wide publicity 
throughout the land—even with- 
out the aid of the Madison ave- 
nue experts. But Reshevsky’s 
feat has sunk into obscurity and 
could use a hypo from the slick 
publicity lads. After all, in these 
days of psychological warfare, 
if the Russians knew what they 
had to face it might aid Reshev- 
sky no end. 


SITTING BULL beat the army 
80 years ago. Reshevsky per- 
formed his feat in 1920, when 
in an amazing feat of chess pre- 
cocity he defeated 19 of 20 West 
Point officers and drew with the 
other one, the games being 
played simultaneously, 

The amazing part of the feat 
wasn’t that Sam beat the army, 
but that he was only 9 years 
olqg when he did so. 

Yes, Sam Reshevsky started 
young. Born Nov. 26, 1911, in 
Ozorkov, Russian Poland, he 
amazed European chess buffs 
even before he came to the Unit- 
ed States in 1920. His West Point 
feat set chess cireles here abuzz 
and soon the youngster was test- 
ing his skill against such big- 
wigs as Frank J. Marshall, then 
United States champion, and Al- 
bert B. Hodges, his predecessor. 


THE EXPERTS tested the 
wonder child and gave him their 
approval, predicting that he 
would mature into one of the 
top chess players in the United 
States and possibly in the world. 
He has won the United States 
championship five times and is 
now a definite threat to capture 
the world crown, thus bearing 
out their forecasts. 

Reshevsky can credit much of 
his success to Morris Steinberg, 
president of the Detroit Chess 
and Checker club, whom he met 
on his first tour of the country. 
Steinberg not only taught the 
boy checkers, but he induced 
the Detroit News to put on a 
show for Sam in its auditorium. 
So successful was the exhibition 
of skill by the tiny chess wizard 
that the show was repeated 
across the country. 

Others who helped Reshevsky 
along the road to chess fame 
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were former Western chess 
champion Edward Lasker and 
the late tycoon Julius Rosen- 
wald. It was the latter who as- 
sisted Sam in obtaining a good 
education at Detroit-and at the 
University of Chicago. 


IN ADDITION to his 
United States championships, 
Reshevsky has won matches 
from Israel A, Horowitz, Isaac 
I. Kashdan and Svetozar Glicor- 
ic, to mention several of the 
top names in the game. He 
claims the title of champion of 
the Western worlg on the 
strength of defeating Miguel 
Najdorf of Buenos Aires, the top 
player of the Latin American 
world. 

In 1948, at the tournament in 
Moscow, held to determine a 
successor to the late Alexander 
A. Alekhine as champion of the 
world, Reshevsky tied for third 
place. The winner was Mifhail 
Botvinnik, who still holds the 
title, although Reshevsky in ’55 
won one game from the great 
Russian and drew the other 
three. 


It is doubtful if this recapitu- 
lation of Reshevsky’s remarka- 
ble career will faze David Bron- 
stein, who will meet Sam in a 
24-game match during the win- 
ter in Moscow, Amsterdam and 
Stockholm. 

But it'll give him something 
to think about. After all, it isn’t 
every nine-year-old who has 
something in common with Sit- 
ting Bull.

One of the most colorful per- 
sonalities in today’s Israel is, 
without doubt, old, fabulous 
Sheikh Suleiman el Hozeil, head 
of the big El Hozeil Bedouin 
tribe in the Israeli Negev and 
ruler of al] the Negev tribes- 
men. 

A staunch friend and support- 
er of Israel, Suleiman did not 
flee the Negev as other Bedouin 
tribesmen did when the Israeli 
Army approached, ang his Bed- 
ouin have helped Israel by en- 
listing into minority units, act- 
ing as scouts, etc. In return, 
old, wily Suleiman is one of the 
richest citizens of Israel today. 

VISITED BY almost every 
VIP, from Eleanor Roosevelt to 
Larry Adler, and from Lionel 
Hampton to the Governor of 
Maryland, Sheikh Suleiman el 
Hozeil is well aware of the im- 
portance of modern public rela- 
tions in today’s world. 

Therefore, he called a press 
conference a short time ago and 
announceg to the newsmen that, 
although he still preferred a na- 
ture-made camel to a man-made 
automobile, he shortly will be 
getting into his custom-made 
Chrysler to go for a special con- 
ference with Prime Minister Da- 
vid Ben-Gurion in Jerusalem. 

“A CONFERENCE with B-G,” 
wondered the newsmen, “What 
for?” 

Then Suleiman let the cat out 
of the bag ang admitted that he 
was head-over-heels in love with 
an 18-year-old Geiman girl and 
counted on his persona] friend, 
B-G, to help him out. He knew 
that B-G was no matrimonial 


agent, but the trouble with his 
love affair was that 18-year-old 
Brigitte Mrugalle, a sultry Ger- 
man beauty from Landau, Rhine- 
land, in Germany, was barred 
from entering Israel as a Ger- 
man national by the Israeli im- 
migration authorities. 

THE OLD sheikh, who is well 
over 70 years old, already had 
39 wives, but he wanteg Brigitte 
to become wife No. 40 and he 
spared no efforts in that direc- 
tion. The sheikh is far from 
being young, tall and handsome, 
and any future wife would have 
to battle the bitter competition 
of her predecessors, but he also 
happens to be very rich and is 
still, at more than 70, virile like 
a young man, Therefore, there 
has been no lack of candidates 
for the position of Mrs. Suleiman 
el Hozeil No. 40, and offers of 
marriage have come from all 
over the world, including Israel, 
where pretty young sabras from 
Tel Aviv wrote avid love letters. 

ONCE, IT looked as if a real 
romance were on between the 
sheikh and a young Tel Aviv 
girl, but suddenly Suleiman got 
a crush on Brigitte, then less 
than 17 years old, who sent in 
her picture and particulars. Fol- 
lowing that, Suleiman began 
showering the German girl with 
expensive gifts and with instruc- 
tions on how to learn Arabic. 
He also applied to the Israeli 
immigration authorities for an 
entry permit for Brigitte, which 
he could have gotten, but Bri- 
gitte did not want to come alone, 
She wanteg her mother and her 
brother to come with her and 
to live in Israel in comfort at 
the sheikh’s expense. 


The sheikh did not mind, but 
the Israeli immigration author- 
ities did. The authorities refused 
even to consider allowing an en- 
tire German family, with possi- 
ble Nazi background, to settle in 
Israel for keeps.

Because there is a ban on 
mixed marriages in Israel, he 
arranged for Brigitte to be con- 
verteq to Islam as soon as she 
came. Because he had doubts 
about being able to live in a des- 
ert harem, he bought her a nice 
villa in Jaffa where she was to 
live in idleness with her mother 
and her brother in air-condi- 
tioned luxury, guarded by the 
sheikh’s bodyguards and pre- 
venteg from going out alone in 
between times he visited her. 

BECAUSE THE Israeli immi- 
gration authorities persisted in 
their refusal to admit the Brigitte 
family, Suleiman called his press 
conference to protest against it. 
He declared that he was going 
to Jerusalem to persuade B-G 
that an exception could be surely 
made in his case. 

Marriage trouble never goes 
alone, however, Sheikh Suleiman 
found out recently that his fa- 
vorite son, Talab el Hozeil, has 
fallen in love with a pretty Jew- 
ish girl named Ahuva. 

Suleiman has 69 sons. He says 
he does not know how many 
daughters he has, because he 
never counted them, females be- 
ing of much smaller value than 
males. Of the 69 sons, however, 
24-year-old Talab is his favorite 
and is regarded as his successor. 

Ahuva works in a bank, where 
Sheikh Suleiman has a large ac- 


count, and where one day Talab 
went to withdraw some money, 
and his eye fell on dark-haired, 
brown-eyed Ahuva, (Ahuva 
means love in Hebrew.) 

THE ROMANCE between hand- 
some Talab and pretty Ahuva 
was soon on, and the couple de- 
cided to marry. However, once 
again, there was a hitch. They 
could get married legally only 
if Talab gecame a Jew or if 
Ahuva became Moslem. Neither 
Talab nor Ahuva wanted to em- 
brace the other’s faith. What 
to do? Here was where Talab’s 
father, the sheikh, helped out. 

As the head of his tribe, he 
was vested with the legal pow- 
ers of a judge by the State of 
Israel, and he had the legal au- 
thority to marry his tribesmen 
himself, 

“LET YOUR Ahuva come to 
us and register as living with 
us, After taking up residence 
with our tribe, she’ll become a 
member with my _ permission. 
Since you are my tribe’s member 
and she’ll be my tribe’s member, 
I have the legal powers to mar- 
ry the two of you, which I'll 
do in a nice civil ceremony. Aft- 
er the wedding, which will be 
legally registered by me as a 
judge of Israel’s legal system, 
you'll go on being a good Mos- 
lem and your Ahuva will go on 
being a good Jew. As to the 
children, it’s up to you two to 
decide whether they’ll be raised 
as Jews or as Moslems. Needless 
to add, you must teach them 
both Hebrew and Arabic .. .’” 

Although the rabbinate is ex- 
pected to fight such an arrange- 
ment, it looks as if Talab will 
be legally married to his Ahuva, 


all opposition to the contrary, 
In the meantime, Ahuva has 
been transferred to the bank's 
Jerusalem branch to keep her 
away from Talab. This does not 
help, however, for Talab takes 
one of his father’s cars and goes 
to Jerusalem to date Ahuva al- 
most daily. 

AT HIS press. conference, 
Sheikh Suleiman stated that he 
owned 10,000 camels, 20,000 sheep 
and goats, 1,000 cows, donkeys 
and horses, and a few motor 
vehicles, ranging from a Cad. 
illac and a Chrysler to a simple 
jeep. He also owned 28,000 du- 
nams of fertile land and was the 
absolute ruler of his 2,200-strong 
tribe. 

Moreover, he said, he was the 
undisputed overlord of some 40 
lesser Bedouin sheikhs in the 
Negev, as well as of their re. 
spective tribes, which totaled 
some 11,000 men, women and 
children. 

The concluding sentence got 
the fabulous sheikh into more 
trouble, The other’ Bedouin 
sheikhs, who dispute Suleiman’s 
claim to leadership of the Ne- 
gev Bedouin, took violent ex- 
ception to his statement that he 
was their overlord and, in addi- 
tion, went to a Tei Aviv lawyer 
and fileg a libel sux. 

Then, as if this were not 
enomgh, the collector of internal 
revenue requested some 50,000 
pounds in back income taxes, 
The internal revenue people said 
that in his latest anrfual income 
tax statement the sheikh claimed 
to have less income-bearing 
property than he admitted to 
having during his press confer- 
ence,

GI Not Forced To Play 


On Yom Kippur: JWB 

WASHINGTON (WNS) — No 
anti-Semitism was involved in 
last week’s Air Force incident 
regarding a Jewish serviceman’s 
request to be released from a 
music band unit in order to at- 
tend Yom Kippur services, it 
was declared here by Philip 
Schiff, Washington director of 
the National Jewish Welfare 
Board. Schiff said the case had 
been settled satisfactorily. 

The incident was uncovered 
when a veterans’ group charged 
that Colonel E, Howard, chief 
of the band, had assigned Irving 
Weinstein, band violinist, to ex- 
tra duties and threatened to dis- 
charge him from the bang be- 
cause he asked to be excused 
from performing on Yom Kip- 
pur. 

According to the JWB find- 
ing, all five Jews on the Air 
Force band were excused from 
duty and urged to attend serv- 
ices. However, four of them 
chose to play with the band. 

“We are convinced,” said 
Schiff, “that there was no anti- 
Semitism involved” and_ that 
Colonel Howard “has done ev- 
erything that could be expected 
to straighten the matter out, 
and we are satisfied with the 
action that has been taken.”

MEANWHILE, the 120 mem- 
bers of the post, oldest JWV 
unit in Pennsylvania, have been 
unable to use their headquar- 
ters, 

The vandals, breaking in by 
a rear door, smashedq two large 
coffee urns and a large refrig- 
erator on the first floor, They 
broke the spigots in the sink 
and ripped the sink from the 
wall. 

Going to the second floor, they 
threw a 3x3 foot metal sofa 
down the stairway, breaking the 
stairs. They broke a typewriter, 
water pipes and electric light 
fixtures and cut holes in the 
floor, 


ON THE third floor, the van- 
dals broke 10 drums and ripped 
to shreds uniforms belonging to 
the post’s drum and bugle corps. 
They forced open desks, pulled 
out papers and scattered them. 
They stole 20 bugles from this 
floor. 

On the fourth flooy, they broke 
desks. 

In the basement, they broke 
water pipes, ripped out the wa- 
ter meter and stole it. Water 
from the broken pipes flooded 
the cellar.

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PROBLEMS FACING ZOA, NEUMANN 


The forthcoming convention of the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America, which is the General Zionist grouping 
of men in the United States as opposed to the Labor Zion- 
ist on the one hand and the religious Zionists on the other 
hand, finds the ZOA coming under the leadership of a man 
who is the ace of their pitching staff—Dr. Emanuel Neu- 
mann. 

A concerted effort will be made under his direction 
to restore the ZOA to the major American Zionist organi- 
zation that it was at one time. 

That Dr. Neumann is capable is something that was 
determined long before The National Jewish POST began 
to comment on Jewish affairs, and that the organization 
at this time needs a strong and devoted hand to attempt 
to retrieve it from the unhappy position into which time 
and events have thrust it, no one will dispute. 

But it has been our theory that no organization should 
go back into its history to find its leadership, but should 
take the calculated risk with developing new leadership. 
We are happily afraid, however, that this is theory and in 
the face of Dr. Neumann’s capabilities, is bad theory at that. 

Dr. Neumann’s task is one which is only a little less 
difficult than one that faces Israel. Can he make the dry 
desert bloom? 

On the one hand, there are the Progressives who are 
loudly threatening to form their own General Zionist or- 
ganization in the United States perhaps 10 years too late, 
‘and on the other there are the leaders like Henry Montor, 
Sam Rothberg and Julian Venezky and Rudolph Sonne- 
born, who are powerhouses of service and achievement, 
but who have never been harnessed by anyone, and who, 
if they could be, would add devotion and inspiration and 
courage to any effort. 

A man of achievement often welcomes the opportunity 
of rebuilding, and if there ever was such a situation, it is 
now in the ZOA. We wish Dr. Neumann all the luck in 
the world, for not only will he need it, but also we sym- 
pathize with him and admire his determination. 

Just one problem alone—how to interest the young 
American Jews in Zionism—is enough to require the at- 
tention of 10 Dr. Neumann’s and a few Rabbi Silvers, too, 
with Nahum Goldmann thrown in for good measure. But 
Dr. Neumann is aware of the tasks before him, and we 
believe that if any man can rally support for his program 
and marshall it into productive channels, he is the one 
to do it. 


LOVE OF MONEY OR LEARNING 


Most Jews believe that when they fail to observe the 
precepts of their religion, it means nothing to them per- 
sonally. All they’ve done is be indifferent to something 
which in their estimation can mean little in their lives. 

But that is where they make the most serious mistake 
possible. 

. A corruption of Jewish values means divorce, nervous 
breakdowns, children who become delinquent, and all the 
evils which plague modern-day society. 

The news story in last week’s POST about the false 
values of today’s Jewish youth, when they allow love of 
money to determine their vocations in life, is a perfect 
example of what happens when an age-old Jewish tradi- 
tion is brusquely cast aside. 

The firm place which study had in the Jewish tradi- 
tion is probably as well known in the modern-day Ameri- 
can Jewish community as any other trait which set aside 
the Jew of old. Yet American Jewish parents felt they 
could repudiate this love for learning for its own sake 
with impunity. 

They are finding out, if Dr. Neumann’s assertions are 
valid, that they are raising children whose love is for the 
idols, not for the true God. 

It hardly seems intelligent for a Jew to discard some- 
thing which has stood him in good stead for more than 
3,000 years. Yet modern American Jews are not very in- 
telligent. They follow false idols and then they complain 
when they are forced to pay the penalty. 


THE LEADERSHIP ISSUE 


In our discussion here of the lack and inadequacy of 
the present. leadership .in the United States Jewish com- 
munity from a national standpoint, it should be pointed 
out that on the local level, leadership is being developed, 
and it is capable and devoted. 

This leadership, however, cannot find expression at 
the moment on the national level, because of the social 
lag in which the national Jewish organizations, although 
more or less impotent from a leadership standpoint, repre- 
sent United States Jewry, although in name only. 

The unaffiliated Jew on the national level just doesn’t 
exist. On the local level, the unaffiliated Jew is often 
more effective from a leadership standpoint than one ham- 
pered by organizational loyalty, but that is as far as his 
influence can go. 

For a time there was a possibility that the Council 
of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds, after the Ameri- 
can Jewish Conference had been dissolved, might provide 
the avenue through which a local Jewish leader might 
rise to national leadership, but the CJFWF was led into 
safer channels by its heads. 

This is the picture as it exists today. 

Nahum Goldmann is due back in the United States 
shortly for a three-month stay, but this kind of absentee 
leadership is almost worse than no leadership.

Answer To The Assault 
On Memory 





We heard of a problem in connection 
with a national Jewish fraternity which we’re 
sure will be faced, if it isn’t already, by all 
national Jewish fraternities. It has so many 
facets and is so involved that you’ll get the 
same kind of uneasy feeling that it gave 
me when I heard it. 

The ruling, now almost universal on 
every campus, that fraternities can no longer 
be exclusive on the basis of race or creed, 
has affected this fraternity in these various 
ways: 

In one instance, the non-Jews who joined 
became a majority in the local chapter and 
then voted to disaffiliate from tke national 
because we can assume, it was Jewish. That 
local chapter therefore was able to take all 
the assets including the fraternity house, the 
furniture and other valuables away from the 
national organization, and, as we under- 
stand it, is now seeking to affiliate with a 
non-Jewish national fraternity. 

In other instances, in this same national 
fraternity, two of the presidents of local 
chapters are now non-Jews. Both are top 
men on their campus, and surprisingly enough 
the non-Jews who accept membership in the 
Jewish fraternities are not the castoffs, but 
the top men on the campus who are wooed 
by the ideal of fighting prejudice, etc. 

Another situation has developed, and 
that is from the opposite standpoint. The 
better Jewish students on the campus, now 
that the non-Jewish fraternities have had to 
lower their bars, are being sought for mem- 
bership ig non-Jewish fraternities. 

As a result there is now a competitive 
situation, where the Jewish fraternities and 
the non-Jewish fraternities ffght for the top 
Jewish material. 

Quite a change, you will note, from the 
time you and I went to school, and there 
was the question of segregations of Jews 
into Jewish fraternities, which always both- 
ered some Jews. 

The problem as it was presented to me, 
was what was to be done. In one instance, 
one of the non-Jewish members of a local 
chapter protested because there was an Anglo- 
Jewish paper in the reading room. 

Now if you say there is no problem, you 
aren’t being realistic. The people who are 
leading this Jewish fraternity recognize that 
their fraternity may be engulfed. 

They can’t be expected to see that per- 
haps this is all to the good. This is what 
Jews want. This has been our goal, and if 
it means that some Jewish orgauizations will 
suffer as a result, we cannot eomplain. This 
is a time of transition. 

We suggested that the fraternity adopt 
as part of their program, definite Jewish 
practices, such as for instance, observance of 
kiddush Friday night, etc. The college auth- 
orities could hardly object to any religious 
observance, and thereby the non-Jew would 
understand that he might not fit in. 

This was vetoed on the grounds that the 
Jewish boys in the house would object, and 
claim that this was an attempt to transform 
them from a _ strictly social organization 
(which incidentally it isn’t—it is a Jewish 
organization) into one with religious attri- 
butes. 

We thought you’d be interested in the 
problem, and we're sure you are. Funny 
world we’re living in, isn’t it?

THE BEGINNING anew of the Torah 
cycle on the very heels of its completion— 
since we allow hardly a moment to inter. 
vene between the Hazak, Hazak, Venizhazak, 
which seals Deuteronomy’s end and the Bere. 
shit Bara of Genesis—is an act of creative 
faith designed to dispel the melancholy 
which pervades finished things. 

If nature were able to evoke the tender 
shoot of the new leaf immediately upon the 
fall of the old, it would be imitating what 
the Jewish religious genius had accomplished 
with our calendar. 

Millions of Americans will be seeing the 
cinema version of George Orwell’s “1984” and 
they may better understand through this 
graphic satire the threat to the _ historic 
process which the totalitarian state represents, 

We have achieved in our generation an 
ominous marriage between crude psychology 
and mass media of communication. 


BY THE DIABOLIC devices of brain- 
washing and the saturation of propaganda 
cliches, they have been able to mute reverence 
for the past and, in some instances, sterilize 
memory, the very seed bed of reverence. 
This blasphemous tampering with the psyche 
has been accompanied by ruthless destruction 
of archives and blunt erasures and forgeries 
of written records. 

The corruption of memory is the neces- 
sary preliminary to the mechanization and 
enslavement of mind. And this grim portent 
becomes less and less a fantasy as political 
power becomes centralized and automated 
communication instruments place the nerve 
ends of the people’s will in the hand of the 
dictator. 

How important it is, then, to preserve 
every sanction and technique for the reverence 
of the written record, for respect for tradition. 


NINETEENTH CENTURY liberalism, be- 
cause of its flippant attitude toward tradi- 
tion and its brash insistence on confusing 
tradition with reaction, unwittingly helped to 
prepare the ground for the dictator’s assault 
on memory. 

The new liberalism, if it is to be faithful 
to the human situation and bring the best of 
the old into the new, will do well to take 
note of the Torah tradition and the Simhat 
Torah; for these are part of the pattern of 
organic growth, a style of progress in which 
we move forward with the whole man, his 
ancestral values tested in time, as well as 
his hopes awaiting the future.

I have noticed with amused 
interest candidate Abrahams’ de- 
fense of the Republican party. 
I really sympathize with him, 
having to run for office apologiz- 
ing for the deficiencies of the 
Eisenhower administration. May 
I point out that, in my previous 
letter, it was not my contention 
to attack the Republican party 
as such, or anyone affiliated with 
the party, but merely to bring 
the attenion of the American 
voting public to focus on the 
pro-Arab policy of the present 
administration, 

I believe we should reject the 
Republican party at the polls 
because, in the handling of Mid- 
die East affairs, their success 
will insure the continuation of 
the Dulles policy of appeasement. 


I AM sure that Israel] will be 
thrilled and forever grateful to 
Mr. Abrahams for letting her in 
on the secret that “the Repub- 
lican party has always demon- 
strated its love, affection, and 
support for the just claims of 
Israel.” Tell me, Mr. Abrahams, 
when the first Arab bombs fall 
on Tel Aviv and Jerusalem, 
spreading death and destruction, 
what should Ben-Gurion send 
Dulles, as thanks for his “affec- 
tion,” roses or carnations? 


Or perhaps a bouquet of lilies 
would be more appropriate in 
everlasting gratitude for Ameri- 
ca’s “love”? Or, better still, per- 
haps Israel should erect a man- 
ument in honor of Eisenhower’s 
“neutral policy” of loudly pro- 
claiming the desire to maintain 
the “status quo” in the Middle 
East; and despite the fact that 
the arms balance was upset by 
the Communist arms deal, of re- 
fusing to restore that “status 
quo” by giving Israel the means 
to defend herself; (in the words 
of our President, “We don’t want 
to precipitate a Middle East arms 
race.” I suppose the stream of 
Communist arms to Egypt did 
not constitute the beginning of 
an arms race; it was merely a 
souvenir to match the pistol 
Dulles gave to Nasser). 

FURTHERMORE, Israel 
should most probably be grate- 
fal for the arms’ embargo 
against her, while tanks were 
being sent to Saudi Arabia; and 
for the Eisenhower refusal to 
reaffirm and _ strengthen the 
three-power declaration assurmg 
the stability in the Middle East. 
Or perhaps she shoulg appreci- 
ate America’s directive to rely 
on the United Nations for her 
survival—an organization which 
was powerless to prevent the 
Arab attack in 1948, which is 


blocked by the Russian veto, and 
to which even Britain and France, 
directly affected in the present 
Suez crisis, have been extremely 
reluctant to refer their case, 
realizing its ineffectiveness un- 
der the circumstances. 


IF THE great Western pow- 
ers cannot rely on it, how can 
israel? 

No. Mr. Abrahams, it isn’t 
love—may G-d ever protect us 
from such affection—it is a cal- 
culated administration policy to 
court the Arabs’ favor, regard- 
less of the consequences to Is- 
rael. Unfortunately, the Arabs 
recognize this policy of appease- 
ment and weakness—there is no 
doubt it was a contributing fac- 
tor in the seizure of the Suez— 
Egypt knew it could eount on 
the obvious desperate need of 
the United States for the Arats. 


RABBI SILVER and other 
high-ranking Zionist officials 
have continually attacked the 
administration’s policy towards 
Israel—why don’t they have the 
eourage to publicly endorse a 
party which supports their prin- 
ciples and the principles of the 
overwhelming majority of the 
American people—a nation which 
has always fought for fairness 
and justice. 

Is it a case of “my party, right 
er wrong?” Such a step de- 
mands courage, but Israel would 
not be existing today if it were 
not for their amazing spirit and 
fortitude, Certainly we are not 
being faithful to them and to 
the American principles of jus- 
tice if we are silent at a moment 
when an eloquent voice is needed.

IF ORTHODOXY IS STATIC, 
THAT IS A COMPLIMENT

Not very often is Orthodoxy 
the recipient of a fine ecompli- 
ment from the pen of a Reform 
rabbi. Therefore, it is my pleas- 
ure to thank Rabbi Stanley R. 
Brav of Cincinnati for just such 
a compliment in The POST of 
Sept. 7, wherein he described 
Orthodoxy as being “static.” 
Had he inquired of a scientist 
what static is, he would have 
learned that static is the accu- 
mulation of untold particles otf 
vibrant energy, capable of shat- 


.tering the very earth with its 


force. What a grandiose descrip- 
tion of Orthodoxy, a live ang vi- 
brant factor on this earth, 

We find in that “static” book 
which we call the Bible, that 
when our Great Lawgiver de. 
scended from Mt. Sinai and be- 
held the Israelites dancing 
around the golden calf and he 
saiq “Me ladoshem aloi” 
Those who believe in the true 
G-d stang on one side. Thou- 
sands of those who worshiped 
the golden calf were slain. Did 
that drastic action prand the 
greatest Jew and Prophet. Mos- 
es, a zealot, the name Rabbi 
Brav stamps Jews with, because 
they are strong in their convic. 
tions and faith, though not ai- 
ways right in their approach? 


ALL OF us are in agreemeni 
that violence and slander is 
wrong and should be condemned; 
however, truth is the best de- 
fense against slander. Merely 
accusing others of slander does 
not prove Rabbi Brav’s case. 

Rabbi Brav states that Ortho- 
doxy 1s offering hungry crying 
youth “stones instead of bread,” 
and he infers that his brand of 
Judaism is offering “words— 
pertinent, vigorous and truth. 
ful.” Truly beautiful words but 
what else in the form of c@n- 
crete and basic living through 
meaningful observance, so it can 
be distinguished from their 
empty shell of escapism. 

Judaism is more than a word, 
“It is a system of living 24 
hours a day ... every day in 
the year,” said a former rabbi 
(Reform) of Louisville in a pub- 
lic forum. Therefore, Judaism is 
foundeg and based on a set ot 
principles similar to a constitu- 
tion and by-laws, What are some 
of these? 


ON READING the Bible, on 
its contents in a scroll, whether 
you are in an Orthodox syna- 
gogue or Reform temple, we 


find commandments governing 
the Sabbath, its observance, the 
holidays, kashrut (dietary laws), 
the ritual function of the Cov- 
enant of Abraham, etc. 

These are some of the basic 
fundamentals of Judaism. Does 
Rabbi Brav and his “colleagues 
ever preach about the sanctity 
of these vital arteries, the very 
life plood of the Jewish faith? 
The answer is positively no! 

The irrefutable fact is that this 
so-called “static Orthodoxy” 
serves as the never-ending blood 
transfusions, saving them from 
their self-inflicted anemia, and 
feeding them with their rabbis 
and teachers, plus a laity com- 
posed mostly of East European 
Jews of Orthodox background, 

SIXTY YEARS ago, a young
